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Regent Brandeis and Dr Ryan Named to Board 











Regent Susan Brandeis 


The Legislature in joint session on February 
10th reelected Susan Brandeis and elected Dr 
George J. Ryan members of the Board of 
Regents of The University of the State of New 
York. Regent Brandeis was reelected for a 
12-year term beginning April 1, 1937. Doctor 
Ryan was elected to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Regent Robert W. Higbie and will 
serve for a term expiring in 1941. 

Regent Brandeis was elected to the Board of 
Regents in 1935 to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Mrs Herbert Lee Pratt. She has 
given effective service on the Board and is at

present chairman of the committee on licenses 
and a member of the committees on charters, 
law and legislation and on secondary education. 

Regent Brandeis was born in Boston, Mass., 
in 1893. She was graduated from Bryn Mawr 
College in 1915 with the degree of bachelor of 
arts and from the Law School of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago in 1919 with the degree of 
doctor of jurisprudence. She has been a mem- 
ber of the Bar of New York City since 1921 
and is a member of the law firm of Gilbert, 
Diamond and Brandeis with offices at 745 Fifth 
New York City. 


avenue, 
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She was for several years a special assistant 
to the United States Attorney for the Southern 
District of New York engaged in the prosecu- 
tion of violations of the antitrust laws. In 1933 
she served as a member of the Advisory Board 
on Mortgages appointed by Governor Herbert 
H. Lehman. She is a member of the board 
of directors of the Women’s City Club of New 
York City and a member of the National Board 
of Hadassah. 

Regent Brandeis is married to Jacob H. 
Gilbert and has three children, two sons and 
one daughter. She is the daughter of United 
States Supreme Court Justice Louis D. 
Brandeis. 

Doctor Ryan has long been active in the field 
of public education. For 18 years he was a 
member of the board of education of New York 
City and for 14 years he was president of that 
board. During the long period of his presidency 
of the board of education the New York City 
school system made great strides. This period 
was marked by a tremendous growth in the 
number of children attending the public schools, 
particularly the public high schools, so that one 
of the outstanding problems of the board of 
education was to provide housing accommoda- 
tions for the increased registration. Under 
Doctor Ryan’s leadership the board carried for- 
ward the largest school building program ever 
undertaken by any city. In one ten-year period 
more than 300 buildings costing one-quarter of 
a billion dollars were opened—an average of 
one new building every 12 days. 

The Bureau of Child Guidance was estab- 
lished in the New York City school system upon 
Doctor Ryan’s recommendation for the purpose 
of making more adequate provision for the so- 
called problem child. With former Superin- 
tendent of Schools William J. O’Shea Doctor 
Ryan brought into being the school relief com- 
mittee, through which teachers and other edu- 
cational employes provided food and clothing 
for needy children throughout the early years 
of the economic depression and until this phase 
of the relief program was assumed by govern- 
ment agencies. 

It was at the request of Doctor Ryan that 
Commissioner of Education Frank P. Graves 
made the recent survey of the administrative- 
supervisory organization of the New York City 
schools, as the result of which reorganization 
was affected. 


For his service to public education generally 
Doctor Ryan has been honored not alone by his 
own city and state but by foreign governments 
as well. He is an Officer of the Legion of 
Honor of France, an Officer of the Order of 
the Crown of Italy, Chevalier of the Order 
of the Crown of Belgium, a Knight of Honour 
of the Order of St John the Baptist (Spanish 
Knight of Malta) ; and he wears the Cross of 
the Papal Order of Loretto, the Cross Dedicacao 
of Portugal, the Grand Cross with the rank 
of Bailli of Honour, Order of St Lazare of 
Jerusalem, and the Gold Medal awarded by 
Italy for the diffusion of Italian culture. The 
Vatican has made him a Papal Marquis. 

Doctor Ryan was a member of the State Con- 
stitutional Convention in 1915. He was presi- 
dent of the Queens Chamber of Commerce in 
1917-19. He is a trustee of St John’s Hospital, 
Long Island City, a trustee of the Roman 
Catholic Orphan Asylum and vice president of 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children of the Borough of Queens. 

Fordham University conferred upon him the 
honorary degree of doctor of laws in 1925, and 
the University at Bologna, Italy, honored him 
by conferring the Dottore in Belle Lettere. 

Doctor Ryan is a member of the advisory 
board of the Living Age, a member of the 
honorary advisory council of American Dickens 
League, a director of the Thomas Jefferson 
Memorial Foundation and a fellow of the 
American Geographical Society. 

Born in Long Island City on July 7, 1872, 
Doctor Ryan was educated in the public schools 
of Long Island City, at St Gabriel’s Academy 
and St Francis Xavier College. 

Doctor Ryan’s business career has_ been 
largely in the field of banking. He is, and 
has been for a number of years, vice president 
of the Long Island City Savings Bank. He 
lives in Flushing.

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Employment of Normal School Graduates Increases 


Eighty-one per cent of the 1936 graduates of 
the state colleges for teachers and state normal 
schools were employed by October 1, 1936, 
according to a report made by Dr Hermann 
Cooper, Assistant Commissioner for Teacher 
Education and Certification. Seventy-six per 
cent of the graduates were employed as teachers 
and 5 per cent were employed in other occupa- 
tions. Doctor Cooper explains that this em- 
ployment record is higher than that of a year 
ago and that it has reached the level maintained 
by the state teacher-educating institutions prior 
to the depression period. On October 1, 1935, 
77 per cent of the 1935 graduates of these 
schools were employed, 72 per cent as teachers 
and 5 per cent in other occupations. 

The report of the status of the 1936 graduates 
of the normal schools and teachers colleges. as 
of October 1, 1936, shows that in addition to 
those employed as teachers and in other occu- 
pations there were 4 per cent engaged in 
advanced study in colleges or universities, 2 per 
cent married and not employed as teachers, and 
13 per cent not employed. 

The demand for graduates who were prepared 
for teaching in the elementary was 
greater in 1936 than that for graduates prepared 
to teach a special subject. Approximately 4 
of every 5 of the 1936 graduates who completed 
training and study for elementary school teach- 
ing were employed in the public schools by 
October 1, 1936, whereas only 3 of every 5 
graduates who were prepared to teach one or 
more academic subjects in the secondary schools 
were employed in the public schools on that 
date. Although more than 80 per cent of the 
graduates who were prepared to teach art, home 


schools 


economics, library science or physical education 
found empioyment by October Ist, the low em- 
ployment record of graduates in the fields of 
commerce and shop subjects reduced the per- 
centage of employment of teachers of special 
subjects below 75 per cent. This situation is 
different than that of the previous year when 
the demand for graduates prepared to teach a 
special subject was greater than the demand for 
those prepared to teach either the common 
branch subjects in elementary schools or one 
or more academic subjects in secondary schools. 

The study of the employment of these gradu- 
ates shows that 85 per cent of the 1935 graduates 
and 82 per cent of the 1936 graduates employed 


by October Ist of the year of graduation 
obtained their first teaching positions in school 
systems under the jurisdiction of district super- 
intendents of schools. Doctor Cooper explains 
that this condition is largely due to the demand 
for elementary school teachers in the smaller 
school Eighty-six per cent of the 
graduates prepared to teach the common branch 
subjects, 71 per cent of those prepared to teach 
special subjects and 60 per cent of those pre- 
pared to teach one or more academic subjects

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Tests Will Be Given for Normal School Entrance 


A series of tests for all prospective entrants 
to state normal schools and to the State 
Teachers College at Buffalo will be given again 
this year. The tests are scheduled for May 15th 
from 9 a. m. to 4 p. m., Eastern Standard 
Time, at a number of centers in different parts 
of the State. The tests are general in type and 
do not require special preparation on the part 
of the applicants. Candidates for admission to 
the State College for Teachers at Albany are 
not required to take these tests. Those who 
desire to enter that institution are advised to 
communicate with the registrar of the college. 

Applicants who do not take the tests in May 
can not be assured of a decision regarding 
admission until after school opens in September. 
It is suggested that these applicants communi- 
cate with the institution that they desire to 
enter concerning later dates for taking the tests. 
Students who expect to enter teacher-training 
institutions in February 1938 are urged to take 
the tests this May. Identification cards for 
admission to the tests will be sent to high school 
principals and district superintendents upon 
request to the Teacher Education and Certifi- 
cation Division of the Department. These 
cards should be sent to the Department not later 
than May 5th. 

Application blanks for matriculation and re- 
port forms for the principal’s confidential state- 
ment may be secured from principals of the 
normal schools or the president of the State 
Teachers College at Buffalo. Candidates are 
urged to file as early as possible all necessary 
credentials for admission with the institution 
that they desire to enter. A personal interview 
is required of all applicants to the State 
Teachers College at Buffalo and the state 
normal schools. Applicants will be accepted or 
rejected upon the following considerations: (1) 


high school scholastic record, (2) scores earned 
on matriculation test, (3) high school princi- 
pal’s confidential statement, (4) health record, 
(5) personal interviews when required by the 
institutions.

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_ Governor Recommends 
Full State Aid for Schools 


The appropriation of the full amount to 
which the State is committed by law for the 
support of common schools was recommended 
by Governor Herbert H. Lehman in his message 
submitting the executive budget to the Legis- 
lature. The amount included in the budget for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1937, is $122,- 
807,804. This is $2,088,186.39 greater than the 
amount appropriated for the year 1936-37. 

Regarding the recommended appropriations 
for state aid the Governor said in part: 

Bulking large in this budget is the aggregate 
of appropriations for state aid. I have included 
for a twelve months’ period in each instance, 
the full amount to which the State is committed 
by law, to assist the municipalities in supporting 
schools, health laboratories and public health 
units, to pay old age security, and to construct 
and maintain county and town highways, and 
for other purposes. : 

In this regard, the State follows a policy that 
recognizes the State’s interest in, as well as its 
obligation to assist in financing these functions, 
and in addition, its desire to lighten the local 
tax load on real property. Any radical de- 
parture from present policies would introduce 
a disconcerting factor into the financial opera- 
tions of the municipalities and result either in 
a material increase in local taxes on real 
property or a sharp curtailment in these essential 
and worthy services. 

Few people realize the growth that has come 
about in state aid service since the war. For 
example, prior to 1920, the State had never 
contributed as much as $8 millions in any 
single year for the support of public education. 
In this budget the provisions of the Friedsam 
Act call for an appropriation of $122.8 millions 
as state aid for schools. This means the State 
will spend in the next fiscal year $15.89 for 
every dollar it contributed to the public school 
system in the fiscal year 1919, an increase of 
1489 per cent. 


Educational Policies Commission 
Announces New Publication 


The Educational Policies Commission, ap- 
pointed by the National Education Association 
and the Department of Superintendence to 
define guiding policies for American education, 
has recently published its first pronouncement, 
The Unique Function of Education in American 
Democracy. In this 128-page document the 
commission holds that education has a unique 
function in public administration not only be- 
cause it passes on the accumulated wisdom of 
the race and assures its use for ethical purposes, 
but also because it nourishes and sustains the 
many public services necessary to our civiliza- 
tion. By virtue of these inherent obligations, 
it is asserted that public education must be 
accorded administrative distinctions and political 
freedom consonant with its unique place among 
the public services. 

The Educational Policies Commission was 
organized early in 1936 to guide the profession 
in meeting the serious problems confronting 
American education. This first statement of 
policy, attractively bound in cloth and boards, 
was prepared by the commission in collaboration 
with Charles A. Beard; the illustrations are by 
Hendrik Willem Van Loon. It is the corner 
stone of a structure of educational policy being 
erected by the commission during its five years 
of service. Other statements are now being 
prepared relative to the purposes of education, 
the nature of the school population, the eco- 
nomic effects of schooling and the relationship 
of education to government. The Unique 
Function of Education in American Democracy 
is available through the National Education 
Association at 50 cents a copy.

Secures New Shore Base 


The training ship “Empire State” of the 
New York State Merchant Marine Academy 
has recently been moved from the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard to a new shore base at Fort 
Schuyler, Throgg’s Neck, the Bronx, New 
York City. It will occupy a new 550-foot con- 
crete dock. Twenty acres at the seaward end 
of the “neck” have been given to the academy 
as a permanent shore base. 

Fort Schuyler, for over a century a United 
States Army post, has been converted into a 
dormitory and classrooms for the academy, with 
the use of W.P.A. funds. The work is now 
nearly complete, awaiting another W.P.A. 
appropriation. 

The “Empire State” carrying a complement 
of 156 cadets, together with the four-masted 
service schooner “Annex,” acquired by the 
academy in 1927, was moved on January 19th. 
The vessei will serve as a dormitory, pending 
the completion of the shore base, and the 
“ Annex” will provide classroom space. The 
new shore base will be completed this summer, 
according to Captain J. H. Tomb, superin- 
tendent of the academy. This, he said, will per- 
mit the cadets to study ashore, instead of in the 
cramped quarters of the floating schools.
